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GENERAL DAGGETT ON THE CANTEEN. 
Chambersburg, Pa., Feb. 20, 1902. 
To the Editor of the AkRmy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Will you give space for comments on Rev. 8S. B. Dex- 
ter’s article in the JouRNAL of Feb. 15? 

He says that “men of the Army cannot be forced to 
temperance measures.” So far as I know, there has 
been no legislation, order, or proposed measure of this 
character. The constant temptation and invitation to 
drink has been removed by prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicants at Army posts. No man is deprived of the 
privilege of drinking; he is under no restraint. It 
might almost be said that the force is on the other 
side. Under the canteen regime the pressure brought 
to bear on recruits to drink was so strong that but few 
could resist it. 

After a little pleasant and harmless allusion to the 
place “where the flag of Liberty ever floats to the 
breeze,” Mr. Dexter says the soldiers’ “sentiments of 
personal liberty are strong.” If a man wants to exer- 
cise the privileges of personal liberty, he had better keep 
out of the Army; I know of no place where it is more 
restrained. ‘The soldier must have his hair and beard 
trimmed as required, must wear the kind of clothes and 
in the manner prescribed, must go to bed and get up at 
trumpet call, and eat when and what he is required, and 
many other things too numerous to mention. A long list 
of prohibitions might also be added. He does not fret at 
these restraints. And yet our personal liberty loving sol- 
dier chafes because beer is not brought conveniently near 
to him! 

Mr. Dexter speaks of “free-will and certain rights that 
should be respected.” I have specified some of the many 
things a soldier has to give up on entering the Army. All 
of them are innocent and proper things for all persons 
to practice in civil life. Mr. Dexter finds no fault with 
these restraints. And yet the moment a practice “which

He says that men “need sympathy which is pliable.” 
Certainly they do. Let us give that sympathy, and help 
to a better life those who have fallen.

Would Christian sympathy lead us to gratify these men 
with the very things that caused their fall? Can you 
cure or lessen the cravings of the baser passions by 
indulging or giving os to indulge them? Bet-

here is a widespread feeling among a class of people 
that we must be “broad,” not narrow; up with “ad- 
vanced thought,” not in the background. How broad 
shall we be? As broad as truth, and not a whit broader. 
How far shall we advance? As far as truth leads, and 
no further. Tet no man be carried off his feet by the 
desire to be “broad” and “advanced in thought,” in the 
popular sense of these terms. 

He says again, “elevating * and influences should 
be thrown about the soldier.’ n this we agree. Last 
summer I was asked by the JOURNAL to suggest what 
I would recommend “to satisfy their (the soldier’s) crav- 
ings for sociability and good fellowship.” I replied in 
part as follows: 

“1. Establish ample and attractive reading rooms, 
which may be the general places of resort and where 
games and facilities for all sorts of proper social en- 
joyments can found. 

“2. Establish ample and attractive gymnasiums. 

“3. Encourage and give facilities for all proper kinds 
of manly sports. 

“4. Require the Commissary Department to supply 
many of the luxuries now furnished by means of the 
company fund. 

I am glad to say that an effort is being made to 
induce Congress to carry practically these very recom- 
mendations into effect, and I doubt if anything that 
can be devised for the Army, either by the Congress or 
the Department, will meet with such universal favor 
among people of diverse views on the separate question 
of liquor selling in the Army. [Illustrative of this, I 
quote from two journals of large circulation and wide 


. influence, which differed on the canteen proposition, but 


which endorse the plan for improved post conditions 
which I outlined in the JouRNAL and to which I have 


above referred.

General Daggett sends with this letter articles from 


the Christian Advocate and Outlook, religious papers of 
New York, in which Congress is urged to appropriate 
money to furnish our Army posts with temperance ex- 
changes. The Outlook quotes with approval a letter from 
Capt. Edward C. Brooks, 11th Cav., to the Evening 
Post, in which he says: “I think it a misfortune that no 
appropriation for —— buil is ever asked 
for or permitted, ag! post in which I have served, 
the exchange building is the eyesore of the post, since 
only some old — buildings can be used for this 

purpose. I certainly would have the Government build 
fine exchanges, put in —— pool- —* reading- 

rooms, etc., since everything which makes for the moral, 
intellectual, and physical improvement of the soldiers is 
not only to the advantage of the Government, but puts 
money in its pocket. The loss by deserters and the cost 
of maintaining men in prison and in the guardhouses are 
very serious items in the expense of the Army. I do not 
see why the existence and maintenance of post-exchange 
buildings, gymnasiums, etc., or the condition of the com- 
pany mess, should depend uipon the amount of purchases 
of unrelated things by the soldiers at the canteens.”

THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY. 

Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th Cav., U. 8. A., Chief of the 
Philippines Constabulary, has transmitted a report of the 
operations of that organization to the Adjutant General 
of the Army the importance of which is only partially 
shown by the brief synopsis published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL last week. It is evident from this re- 
port that Captain Allen places a very high estimate on 
the present efficiency and future usefulness of the con- 
siabulary in spite of the criticism and doubt which 
have been expressed with reference to it by persons 
less thoroughly informed. The organization of this force 
was purely experimental. Nothing like it had ever exist- 

At the very outset it involved a test of the question 


of whether members of the Malay race could be made 
imenable to American military discipline, properly im- 
bued with the spirit of responsibility and —— 
into an efficient agency of the police ony 
convineed himself that these things could be done Cap.

Captain Allen, “the native constables or troops, well- 
ficered by white and native leaders, are unquestionably 
a efficient than American troops.” 

While the military authorities in the islands were 
agreed at the outset that the Constab should not 
be provided with rifles, at least not with ri like those 
used by the American troops, it was soon discovered that 
their use of shot guns and revolvers inst the better 
weapons of the insurgents was prejudic al to the morale 
of the Constabulary and deficient in results. The Divi- 
sion Commander therefore authorized the use of the old 
Remingtons purchased or captured from the insurgents, 
and 1,450 of these weapons which had been stored in 
the arsenal at Manila have been cleaned, repaired and 
issued to the Constabulary. In addition, 5, improved 
revolvers of .45 calibre, Remington single loading 
shot guns, and 1.000 Winchester re —— shotguns with 
requisite ammunition have been ordered from the United 
States. Captain Allen —— the cost of maintaining 
a constabulary force of 183 officers and 5,000 enlisted 
men at $1,250,000 per year. 

The field service of the Constabularv has been similar 
to that rendered by Regular and — troops ex- 
cept that ladrones and insurgents captured b ag 4 
have been turned over to the civil instead of to 
military courts. The municipal police of the aK... 
cannot be counted on for serious work except when 
strongly supported, although in many instances they ma- 
terially aided both the Army and the Constabulary. In 
practically every province there is cordial co-operation be- 
tween the Army and the Constabulary. ile the ex- 
perience of only four months may net afford an ex- 
act test of the undertaking, Oaptain Allen believes that 
the Constabulary system has passed the experimental 
stage and that it may be reckoned upon as a potent fac- 
tor in the maintenance of order in the Philippines. This, 
it will be agreed, is a sanguine and hopeful view of 
the constabulary undertaking, and we sincerely trust 
that it may be completely justified by future results.

The investigation ought to be search- 
ing There ought not to be even the appearance of con- 
ceaiment. Let us have the whole story.” 








Ttie Secretary of the Navy has made a decision in re- 
gard to the assignment of retiréd officers to active duty 
which is of considerable interest to the Service and goes 
far toward reconciling many officers to the application of 
the law of 1899. The decision is in effect that an officer 
who is on the retired list in consequence of having 
reached the age of sixty-two years shall not be considered 
as eligible for assignment to active duty. Those officers 
who have been retired for an incident of the service other 
than age will be assigned to active duty provided their 
physical condition and other circumstances will permit 
the performance of the work required. This decision, 
however, will be liable to such modification as unusual 
circumstances may call for, but in a general way the 
foregoing is the decision which in the future will be fol- 
lowed by the Department in the detail of retired officers 
for active duty. 


Mr. Spence of London, the first Baptist chaplain ever 
appointed to the British Army, announces that the Bap- 
tist soldiers from the three barracks in the Seuthwest 
District of London will parade at his church every Sun- 
day. Chaplain Spence regards the appointment of a Bap- 
tist to the service as quite a change in the order of things 
—very different indeed from the customs which prevailed 
in the days of the old sergeant who gave the order one 
Saturday night: “Roman Catholics parade at eight, 
Church of HEngland at ten. All fancy religions parade 
with the Roman Cathelics.” The Baptist clergyman is 
no novelty in our Army or Navy. The last chaplain 
appointed in our Navy, Rev. Bowers Reynolds Patrick, 
is a Baptist.

administration and it was not until March, 1877, after 
Mr. Hayes inauguration, that such an office was estab- 
lished there.”

It 
has been Mr. Long’s desire to retire from the Cabinet 
for some time, and we understand that he only entered 
upon his second term as Secretary of the Navy at the 
earnest solicitation of the late President McKinley. Bven 
at that time it was more than tacitly understood that 
he would not remain for the four years. During the 
past few months Secretary Long has felt that he and 
his administration of affairs at the Navy Department 
were under severe criticism, and for this reason he has 
remained in the Cabinet until the final official settle- 
ment of the Schley controversy. Mr. Long will prob- 
ably resign in the Spring. The administration of Secre- 
tary Long has been characterized by earnest striving 
for the welfare of the Navy and by the honesty and 
fairness which is so inseparable from the nature of the 
man.

ARRIVAL OF PRINCE HENRY. | 


Prince Henry of Prussia, whose visit to the United 
States has been eagerly awaited, arrived off Sandy Hook, 
N. J., on Feb. 23, at 8:30 in the morning, on the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm, under a fine blue sky and bright sunshine, 
which served as a pleasant welcome after the rough 
weather experienced during the passage. Upon arrival 
at Quarantine, Staten Island, just inside the Narrows, 
Rear Admiral R. D. Evans, U. 8. N., in command of 
squadron to receive the Prince, Kro > 
and bid him a formal welcome, while the usual salutes 
were fired from the harbor forts and squadron. 

With Admiral Evans were Capt. G. A. Converse, Flag 
Lieut. V. L. Chapin, flag secretary; Lieut. T. Washi 
ton, Ensign Frank E. Evans, aide, Colonel Meade, U. 

M. C., and Capt. von Rebeur Paschwitz, German naval 
attache at Washington. 

As the steamer passed the squadron composed of the 
Illinois, Olympia, San Francisco and Cincinnati, the 
l’rince expressed his admiration for the fine vessels. On 
her way up to her berth at 34th street and North 
River, the Kronprinz received a noisy welcome from the 
steam whistles of numerous harbor craft. 

At the dock, the Prince was met by officers of the 
Imperial yacht, Hohenzollern, also lying there, and 
went aboard her accompanied by Admiral Evans and 
party. Here an official reception was held and among: 
those who came aboard were Major General B 
U. S. A., acompanied by his aides, Captain Dean of 
the 10th Infantry, and Captains Lyon and Langdon of! 
the Artillery Corps, Rear Admiral rker, commandant. 
at the Navy Yard. With Admiral Barker were Capt. 
Cc. H. West, U. 8S. N., and Colonel Meade, of the — 
rine Corps. 

Others who paid their respects to the Prince were: Col. 
Theodore A. Bingham, Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U. S. A., 
Comdr. W. C. Cowles, U. 8S. N:; and Mayor Low. 

Capt. Nathan Sargent, U. 8S. N., paid his respects 

as the personal representative of Admiral Dewey, him- 
self — from welcoming the Prince by Mrs. Dew- 
ey’s illness at Palm Beach. 
At a luncheon served in the imperial dining room, 
amidships of the yacht, were five tables, each seating 
eight persons. The Prince sat at one of the middle tables. 
At his right was Admiral Evans and at his left was Dr. 
von Holleben. Others in the party included Capt. H. W. 
Lyon, of the Olympia; Captain Converse, of the Illin- 
ois; Commander McLean, of the Cincinnati; Capt. Asa 
Walker, of the San Francisco, and Lieut. Frederick L. 
Chapin, Flag Lieutenant to Admiral Evans. 

Later the Prince boarded the Navy Yard tug Nina and 
paid an official visit to Rear Admiral A. S. Barker, U. 
S. N., at the Navy Yard, accompanied by Rear Admiral 
Evans and other officers. At the Navy Yard, a bat- 
talion of Marines in command of Captain Kane were 
drawn up in line on the pier, and presented a very hand- 
some appearance. The usual honors were rendered here 
as elsewhere. Admiral Barker and Captains West and 
Coghlan received the Prince, who with others of the party 
were tendered a reception at Admiral Barker’s residence. 

Mrs. Barker and Miss Louise Maxwell, the Admiral’s 
stepdaughter, were —— The others in the party 
were: Comdr. uv. M. Miller, Surg. J. C. Byrnes, Medical 
Directors H. J. Babin and C. U. Gravatt, Medi- 
cal Inspr.

Prince Henry shook hands with 
everybody, — a courteous word with each officer 
as he was presented. The Prince took special notice 
of the appearance of the Marines, and asked to be pre- 
sented to their commanding officer, Capt. Theodore P. 
Kane, who was congratulated on the appearance of his 
men, 

The next call made by Prince Henry and party was on 
Major Gen. John R. Brooke, U. S. A., at his headquar- 
ters at Governors Island. Here a battalion of Coast Ar- 
tillery was turned out as Infantrymen, in command of 
Major W. P. Duvall. At the landing were Gen. M. V. 
Sheridan and Capt. James T. Dean, who greeted Prince 
Henry and Admiral Evans as they stepped ashore and 
then escorted them between lines of sentinels to Gen- 
eral Brooke’s quarters. 

The battalion of Artillery which was a ye 9 by 
the Prince for its fine appearance was, made up of the 
89th Company, Captain Campbell; 52d Company, Ca 
tain Shipton, 49th Company, Lieutenant Ellis, and 
122d Company, Captain Butner. 

General Brooke met the Prince and Admiral Evans 
on the broad walk in front of his house and then 
ushered them in where they were introduced to Mrs. 
Brooke and the officers of the General’s staff: Capts. 
James T. Dean, kdwin Landon and Leroy 8. Lyon of 
the General’s personal staff and Gen. M. V. Sheridan 
Major Louis V. Caziare, Col. Peter D. Vroom, Major 
John D. C. Hoskins, Col. Edward Hunter, Major Samuel 
R. Jones, Lieut. Col. Edward E. Dravo, Col. Henry 
Lippincott, Lieut. Col. James W. Reilly and Lieut. 
Col. John P. Story. 

As Prinee Henry left the house he spoke of the fine 
appearance of the men of the battalion and suggested 
that he would like to meet the commanding officer, so he 
and General Brooke stopped at the foot of the board walk 
and the Prince was introduced to Major Duvall by Gen- 
eral Brooke. 

One of the most interesting events to the Prince was 
his visit to the fine battleship Illinois, the flagship of 
Rear Admiral Evans, and commanded by Captain Con- 
verse. The vessel was boarded after the party left Gov- 
ernors Island. The Prince was introduced to the offi- 
cers, and was shown over the entire ship, and was 
greatly impressed with her. In the evening all the ves- 
sels were beautifully illuminated in a maze of incandes- 
cent lights from masthead to water line and from stem 
to stern. The Illinois had amidships along her rail, 
both port and starboard, in_letters six feet high the 
words: “Welcome to Prince Henry.” In big letters in 
front of her foremast fighting top were blazing letters 
which spelled “Illinois.” The Olympia, covered by lights, 
also flashed the words “Olympia.” The Cincinnati and 
San Francisco, equally brilliant, had their mames blaz- 
ing on the bowplates. ‘The lights were kept on until 9 
P. M. 

Prince Henry had a busy day on Feb. 25, which began 
with the launch of the Emperor’s yacht Meteor, and end- 
ed with the performance at the Metropolitan Opera 
House in the evening. 

At the extensive works of Messrs. ‘lownsend and 
Downey at Shooter’s Island at the mouth of Newark 
Ray, N. J., everything was ready for the launching of 
the yacht at the appointed time. This firm spared no 


pains or expense for the success of the event, and the 
entertainment of some 2,000 or more guests. 1 
steamers were provided to carry the people, and a most 
. sumptuous lunch was served to all, and souvenir plates 
presented to the ladies.

She 
next cut the lanyard which held the dog shores, with 
a silver hatchet. and released from its fastenings the 
Meteor glided beautifully down the ways into her 
natural element, taking the water in the most graceful and 
— manner, amid cannon tiring, band playing, cheering 
and shrieking whistles. 

Much of the success of the launching of the German 
Emperor's yacht Meteor III, was due to Lieut. R. H. 
‘Townley, U. S. N., into whose hands the management an 
decorations were given. It was his own idea to dress the 
yacht with masts and spars lying on deck, and by means 
of wieghts and halyards to have them rise as the craft 
struck the water, which produced a beautiful effect, the 
flags coming into sight as by magic. Much of the bunting 
and many of the flags were loane@ for this auspicious 
ocasion by the Navy Department. 

Prior to the breakfast party on the yacht Hohenzollern 
given by Prince Henry to President Roosevelt and Miss 
Roosevelt, a golden bracelet, in which is set a small pic- 
ture of Kaiser Wilhelm, was presented by Prince Henry 
to Miss Alice Roosevelt. It was the Emperor’s gift to 
the young woman as sponsor for the new yacht Meteor. 

The following Army and Navy officers were present at 
the breakfast party : jor General Corbin, Colonel Bing- 
ham, Commander Cowl Major General Brooke, Rear 
Admiral Barker, Captain han, U. S. Navy; Capt. Clif- 
ford HI. West, U. S. Navy, and Capt. Dean, U. S. Army, 
About seventy guests were present. 

Other events which took up the time of the Prince 
during the day was his visit to the City Hall, where 
he paid an official call upon Mayor Low, receiving later 
from the Board of Aldermen the freedom of the city. Af- 
‘er the City Hall speechmaking the Prince, braving the 
rain in an open carriage, went to his yacht, the Hohen- 
zoliern, an-l burried thence a short time later to attend a 
sinner at the Metropolitan Club. Then came the crown- 
ing event of the day, the gala performance at the Metro- 

olitan Opera House. Among the guests at the 
Mayor’s dinner were: Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
German Ambassador and German Navy officers, Major 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U. S. A.; Rear Admiral Evans, 
U. S. N.: Major Gen. John R. Brooke, U. S. A.; Rear 
Admiral A. 8. Barker, U. 8. N.; Col Theodore A. Bing- 
ham, U. S. A.; Comdr. William 8S. Cowles, U. S. N.; 
Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, U. 8S. N.; Col. Stephen H. Olin, 
N. G. N. Y¥.; Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, N. G. N. Y. 

The Prince arrived in Washington, D. C., on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 24, and among those in waiting at the station 
to greet him were Secretary of State Hay, representing 
the President; Secretary of the Navy Long, representing 
the Navy, and Adjutant General Corbin, representing the 
oy Escorted by two troops of the 2d U. S. Cavalry 
the Prince, accompanied by Rear Admiral Evans, U. 8. 
N., who personally attends him during his visit, was 
driven to the White House, where, to the right of the 
entrance, was a battalion of Marines, who presented 
arms. To the left was the band. At the White House the 
Prince met President Roosevelt and family and other dig- 
nitaries. He was escorted by Secretary Hay and Ad- 
miral Evans, Major Charles McCawley of the Marine 
Corps, and Capt. John C. Gillmore, Jr., of the Artillery. 
The Prince next visited the German Embassy, in front 
of which was a battalion of U. S. Engineers drawn up 
in line. The Prince’s attenuants, General Corbin, Assis- 
tant Secretary Hill and the Embassy staff entered the 
Embassy, while the Engineers’ Band down in the street 
played “Die Wacht am Rhein.” 

President Roosevelt came 15 minutes before noon. 
Colonel Bingham, who is the Master of Ceremonies at 
the White Llouse, was with him. In another carriage 
was Comdr. W. S. Cowles, U. S. N. 

The banquet at the White House in the evening, given 
by President Roosevelt, in honor of tae Prince, was the 
event of the day. The Services were represented by: 
The Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, Major 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin, Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, 
U. S. N.; Col. Theodore A. Bingham, U. S. A.; Comdr. 
William 8S. Cowles, U. 8. N.; Lieut. General Miles, U. 
S. A.; Surg. Gen. F. M. Rixey, U. S. N.; Adolphus 
Busch, and C. A. Griscom, of the American Line. 

One hundred prominent American citizens enter- 
tained Prince Henry at luncheon at Sherry’s on Feb. 
26, and it is doubtful if ever before in this country so 
many progressive men of large wealth have met to- 
gether socially. Among the Military and Naval officers 
present were: Major Gen. H. C. Corbin, U. S. A., Rear 
Admirals J. G. Walker, R. D. Evans and George W. 
Melville, U. S. N.; Comdr. W. C. Cowles, U. S. N.; and 
Col. T. A. Bingham, U. 8. A., Lieut. Col. J. 8. Billings, 
V. S. A. retired. Others present were: Albert E. Pope, 
Henry 8S.

FIGHTING IN BATANGAS. 


Mr. Stephen Bonsal, who has made a personal study 
of corditions in the Philippines, contributes an article to 
Collier’s Weekly describing the fighting methods of the 
insurgents in Batangas province, island of Luzon. Of a 
battle at the town of Bauan, he says: “It was great fight 
and mighty glad I was to hear of it; still patriotism 
has its limits, and I hated, as a consequence of this mili- 
tary success, to be compelled to walk up the main street 
of Batangas with my trunk under one arm and my sad- 
dle under the other. It was hard, also, to miss the best 
fight of the year. It seems that four hundred insurgents, 
one hundred riflemen and three hundred with bolos, lay 
in ambush on the Taal road waiting to bushwhack the 
‘Army train. Word had reached our people, no matter 
how, of what was in the air, and Capt. J. D. L. Hartmann 
of the Ist Cav., U. S. A., rode out with his troop to 
punish their impudence while Mrs. Hartmann watched 

roceedings from the church tower. ‘I knew, of course, 
— would win,’ she said, ‘and I didn’t think he would 
get hit; but oh! how splendid it was. They never s

had the utmost difficulty in proving to them that I dig 
not ‘know what Congress would do, that perhaps even 
Congress didn’t know. It is very exasperating to have 
to be continually explaining our svstem of Government to 
the Filipinos, and they never can quite understand how 
our Constitutional aversion to making up our minds about 
anything we can let slide for a few months longer is at 
once our boast ‘and the palladium of our liberties. ‘This 
conversation left on my mind a very decided impression 
that these two civil officials were very much dissatisfied 
with conditions and only deterred by fear and laziness 
from taking the field against us in person.

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Upon the departure of the 5th Infantry, U. S. A., from 
San —— ee of —— aa for its 
new station at Dagupan on Jan. 10 1. Charles 
Davis, U. S. A., commanding, received from J. 2 
Governor of the s’rovince, a letter from which we quote 
the following : “In the name of the provincial aud muni- 
cipal officers and in my own name, representing the peo- 
ple of the Province of La Union, I permit myself to ex- 
press our sentiments and hearty gratitude-to you and 
your officers as well as the enlisted men-under your 
command for having helped with your valuable co-opera- 
tiva the maintenance of the —* and tranquility which 
these towns now enjoy. hen leaving — Tlocano 
shores, I request you not to forget that in a corner of 
Northern Luzon, a peaceful and loyal province is found 
and is the grateful La Union. We wish you and your 
officers, as well as the enlisted men of your command, a 
happy trip and prosperity in your new station, to the 
Sven of the country and to the satisfaction of the United 

ates.” 

Further surrenders of insurgents are reported by Brig. 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., commanaing in — 
province, islanu of Luzon. The surrenders during the 
week ending Feb. 22 numbered 22 officers and 226 en- 
listed men. General Bell reports that in Lipa, which has 
until lately been a hot bed of insurrection, the municipal 
officers have organized a force of ov natives who are 
now in pursuit of Malvar, the insurgent commander-in- 
chief. Governor Trias of Cavite province, who was for- 
merly an insurgent general, is conducting active opera- 
tions against the numerous bands of ladrones in that 
province. He reports the capture of a large band of 
ladrones after a hard fight in which their commander, 
Colonel Willegas, was killed because he refused to au- 
thorize a surrender. 

Lieut. Edwin A. Hickman, Ist Cav., U. S. A., and a 
detachment had a sharp encounter with a superior force 
of insurgents at Mianet, Tayabas province, on the 
morning of Jan. 21, during which two Americans were 
slightly wounded and their native guide, Juan Maderal, 
was killed. The rebels were routed, leaving behind them 
two rifles, one shot gun and one revolver, together with 
a lot of ammunition. The death of Maderal, who was 
a lieutenant of the Tayabas police, is keenly regretted by 
Col. Allen Smith, 1st Cav., who states that he had done 
excellent service against the insurgents in Tayabas, being 
active in gaining information for the American authori- 
ties, and his loss will be greatly felt by our troops in 
that region. 

Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, U. S. N., Senior 
Squadron Commander Asiatic Station, has advised the 
Navy Department that Major Littleton W. T. Waller, 
U. S. M. C., Capt. David D. Porter, U. S. M. C., and 
Lieut. Alexander S. Williams, U. S. M. C., all of whom 
suffered such severe hardship during the recent expedi- 
tion of a column of Marines across the island of Samar, 
are rapidly recovering from the effects of their trying ex- 
perience and that their condition affords no ground for 
anxiety. The three officers named are in hospital at 
Cavite, P. I. 

Governor Flores of the province of Rizal, has organized 
a large force of native volunteers to co-operate with the 
American troops and the Philippine constabulary in rid- 
ding the province of the ladrones and insurgents who 
have poured in from Batangas and Cavite. The Gov- 
ernor declares that when his work is finished there will 
be no ladrones or insurgents left in Rizal. 


Lieut. Frank Pratt, 1st Infantry, U. S. A., has cap- 
tured at Cagbayan, Island of Samar, an American who 
gives the name of W. T. Dunston, and who is believed 
to be a deserter. No man of the name of Dunston ap- 
pears to have enlisted in the army in the last ten years,

1902, 17,000 house inspections were made in the city and 
in only ‘411 were found the larvae of the mosquito. 
The death rate for the month showed a slight increase 
over that of the month preceding, the increase having 
been due to tuberculosis, of which more than 1,600 cases 
have been registered, together with the name, age, ad- 
dress and history of each patient. House to house visita- 
tions are made to these patients and medical attendance 
is given to all who need it. The inspection of food sup 
plies, including milk, is regular and th Lectures 
on hygiene are delivered in the schools. 1 build- 
ings and pupils are carefully inspected, a specia] dis- 
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pensary for the treatment of tubercul 
and efforts are making to establish a public 
The net result of the work carried on b;

RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. Alexander Piper, U. S. A., retired, was among 
the unfortunate victims in the fire in the Park Avenue 
Hotel, New York city, early on the morning of Feb. 22. 
His body was found at the head of the fifth flight of 
stairs, by Chaplain Walkley of the Fire Department. He 


found that Colonel Piper had been overcome by smoke. 
He picked up the body and as best he could staggered 
down the stairway to the rotunda. When he reached the 
open air it was found that the Colonel was dead. Colonel 
Piper entered the U. S. Military Academy July 1, 1847, 
and was graduated a brevet 2d lieutenant, 3d Art., July 
i, 1851, was promoted 2d lieut. in the same year, and cap- 
tain in Mav, 1861. He served during the Civil War as 
colonel of the 10th New York Artillery, and was bre- 
vetted Major in August, 1862, for gallant and meritorious 
conduct in the campaign in northern Virginia, and in 
June, 1864, for similar services at the siege of Petersburg, 
Va., he was brevetted lieutenant-colonel. In 1865 he was 
mustered out of the Volunteer Service. He subse- 
quently served as Major of the 4th U. S. Artillery and 
colonel of the 5th Artillery. He was retired July 1, 1891. 
Funeral services over the remains of Colonel 
Piper were held at St. Bartholomew’s Church, New York 
City, at 9:30 a. m. on Feb. 26. The Rev. Dr. Greer read 
the burial service. The pallbearers were Major-Gen. 
Roe, N. G. N. Y¥.; Rear Admiral Miller, U. 8. N.; Col. 
M. M. Blunt, Col. E. W. Bass,. Major J. D. C. Hos- 
kins, U. S. A.; Loyal Farragut, Col. D. Appleton, Dr.

Col. Charles L. Burdette of Hartford, Conn., a well 
known officer of the Connecticut National Guard 
and a former Volunteer officer, who lost his life 
during the fire in the Park Avenue Hotel, New 
York city, Feb. 22, was a guest on the sixth floor of the 
building. He, realizing that his chances of escape by the 
stairway were of little value, threw the mattress of 
his bed to the ground below, thinking that he might 
drop on it. There being no ropes in the room, he at- 
tempted to make a rope of his bed clothing. He tied his 
sheets and quilts together in long slits, and slid down 
them. It is not known just when he lost his hold, 
but he did do so, and fell to the flagstones below, missing 
the mattress and being killed instantly, it is believed. 
His body was found several hours later by detectives.

WORK AT FRANKFORD ARSENAL. 


The following operations of the Ordnance at Frank- 
ford Arsenal is made public at the War Department: 

It is now recognized that time fuses for field artillery 
should have » maximum time of burning of not less than 
twenty seconds. A new design for twenty-second com- 
bination fuse bas been made at Frankford Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, and is now being tested. It has a number 
of novel features. Smaller variations in the setting of 
the fuse can be made with this fuse than with anv other 
type, and the fuses ounce set can be re-set as often as de- 
sired. Before going into action a light battery com- 
mander can set all of his fuses at zero in order to use 
his shrapnel as canister and secure the maximum rapid- 
ity of fire without interfering with the subsequent use of 
the fuzes for other settings. 

Suitable types of detonating fuses are being manu- 
factured, of which the armor piercing fuse used in the 
recent Gathmann tests is an example. A promising type of 
delay action fuse is being tried. This will enable armor- 
piercing projectiles to detonate at back of the plate, and 
field and siege projectiles to penetrate earthworks and 
parapets before explosion.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY FOR THE NAVY. 

Iw the course of his statement before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, 
Chief Bureau of Equipment, U. 8. A., strongly urged the 
installation of apparatus for wireless telegraphy on some 
of the ships of the Navy for purposes of instruction. 
Ships of all the European navies are being equipped 
with this apparatus, says Admiral Bradford, and s0, 
to some extent, are those of the small navies of the South 
American countries. It is time, therefore, that some 
of our warships should be similarly provided. The cost 
of this apparatus is not great, a complete-set sufficient 
to provide one station with both transmitting and re 
ceiving appliances being procurable for about $1,500, 
As yet, says Admiral Bradford, the field of usefulness for 
wireless telegraphy is essentially on the sea, and it is 
doubtful if it will be of much service on 
apparatus is by no means perfect. It will not work in 
very hot weather; why, is not fully known. After the 
heat of the day is past, however, messages are trans- 
mitted without difficult. Messages can be sent during 
fog and bad weather. As a matter of fact the trans. 
mission of messages is facilitated by the presence of fog. 
Cold weather does not seem to interfere with its use. 
Communication, however, is, as a rule, entirely inter 
rupted during the prevalence of thunder storms. 

The popular idea that wireless telegraphy is entirely 
the invention of Mr. Marconi and that he has a monopoly 
of effective appliances is an error.. Apparatus is mad 
by two firms in Germany, by two in France, and by one 
—— —* England. The English and Italian navie 
use the Marconi apparatus, the French and Russian 
navies use a French apparatus, and the German Nav 
a German apparatus. It will be readily understood what 
a great advantage this system is at sea when it is stated 
that it enables a ship to report her location and con- 
dition or ask for assistance from other oe wae, miles 
away (probably at least 60 to 100) without difficulty. 
Messages can be transmitted over the sea with much 
more facility than over the land, and probably about 
twice as far. The range of this apparatus for intelligi- 
ble signals is at present unknown. It is being increased 
by the use of more powerful appliances. 

To illustrate the military value of wireless telegraphy, 
says Admiral Bradford, “suppose a flagship is anchored 
in Habana Harbor, with lookout vessels stretched acros 
Florida Channel, or across the Yucatan Channel, or the 
entrance to the Gulf of Mexico, or all three combined; 
she may then receve reports at will of any suspicious 
circumstance, the approach of a hostile fleet, or any 
other information necessary for effective action.” ; 

Admiral Bradford concluded his statement on this 
subject with a technical description of thepractical op 
eration of the wireless telegraph system. 


PARADE OF GEORGIA STATE TROOPS. 


Almost the entire body of State troops stationed at 
Savannah, Ga., participated in the exercises of Military 
Day, Feb. 22, at the South Carolina and West Indian 
Exposition now in progress at Charleston, 8S. C. The 
Georgia troops consisted of Cos. D, H, I, K, L and M 
of the 1st Regiment of Infantry, with headquarters and 
band, the 1st Battalion Heavy Artillery with headquarters 
and band, and the Lawton cadets and Chatham Artillery, 
the latter carrying their historic brass pieces, captured 
from the British upon the field of Yorktown and presented 
to them by George Washington. The Savannah troops 
traveled upon a special train, in two sections, whic 
was parked within the Exposition grounds, and used 
as sleeping quarters. Officers of the Field and Staff car 
ried over their own mounts. In the parade Col. T. & 
Wylly, Jr., of the Ist Regiment of Infantry, commanded 
the Georgia troops as the ranking officer, and Lieut. Col. 
G. A. Gordon commanded the Ist Regiment Infantry: 
Major W. W. Williamson commanded the Ist Battalio 
of Heavy Artillery and Capt. Gustave Robertson ant 
Lieut. A. D. Krenson the Lawton cadets and Ohatiat 
Artillery, respectively. The parade was over a rout 
about thre> miles in length, and was reviewed by ‘ov- 
ernor White. of West Virginia, the guest of honor o 
the occasion, under the shadow of the monument erected 
to the memory of John C. Calhoun. About 2,900 of the 
Sountk: Carolina Volunteer troops participated in tl 
parade, besides the 600 Georgians from the great mili- 
tary city of Savannah. The Sayannah troops spent tw? 
days at the Exposition and reflected great credit upoe 
their city and State by their gentlemanly conduct 4 
discipline.

1895. 

The Bureau of Navigation of the Mery. Dene Department 
does not favor the passage of S. 1883, R. 7486, to 
establish a clerieal corps in the Navy, which we pub- 
lished Dee. 28, page 415. Admiral "Growninshield in 
endorsing a petition to Congress in favor of the bill by 
yecmen and others serving on board the U. 8. 8. Michi- 
gan, says that ~ the opinion of the Bureau “there is no 
necessity for establishment in the Service of the war- 
rant rank for 2— ” recalling like opinions expressed 
in the case of petitions by the yeomen of the Atlanta 
and Wisconsin, and others.

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ceived a letter from the Secretary of War uesting 
that sections 23 and 24 of the War Department bill, ~ 
troduced in the House and Senate, be stricken from 
the bill. The letter states as a.reason for this rather 
unusual request that the Surgeon General of the Army 
has decided, after more careful thought, that it would 
not be for the good of the Service to have the pro- 
visions of these .ections become law. The two sections 
considered objectionable are as follows: “Sec. 23. That 
the period during which any assistant surgeon shall have 
served as @ surgeon, assistant surgeon, or an acting 
ant or contract surgeon since April 22, 1898, 
shall be counted as a portion of the five years’ service 
required to entitle him to the rank of captain. Sec. 24. 
That in fixing the relative rank between assistant sur- 
geons of the same grade and date of appointment, the 
time which each may have served as a medical officer 
or contract surgeon in the regular or volunteer forces 
since April 22, 1898, shall be taken into account.” 

\ sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs gave a hearing on February 20, to several advo- 
cates of legislation to prevent the desecration of the 
American flag. Among them were Colonel Prime, presi- 
dent of the American Flag Association, which is a union 
of fifty-five organizations in various parts of the country, 
Brig. Gen, Thomas M. Vincent. U. 8. A., retired, General 
Klaus and Mr. Henry 8. Peck, representing the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Five measures to vent fi 
desecration are now before the Senate (S. . 229, 4 
1220 and 2504) and these were compared for the instruc- 
tion of the committee, the measure most favored being 
No. °. ' which is more comprehensive and more stringent 
than any of the others. The speakers, however, all pro- 
tested that they were not committed to any particular bill 
but that all they wanted was “a clean flag.” There ap- 
pears to be little or no doubt of the enactment of flag 
legislation during the present session.

CIRCULAR 7, FEB. 27, H. Q. A., A. G, O. 

The following decision has been made and is published 
to the Army for the information and guidance of ali 
concerned: . 

There is no reason for a departure from the invariable 
rule that there should be but one commanding officer at 
a post, who should be held responsible for the complete 
instruction and efficiency of his command, no matter of 
how many branches of the Service the garrison is com- 
posed, . 

The duties of subordinate commanders are well defined, 
and it is the express duty of the commanding officer to 
see that they are carried out, even if he may not have 
the technical knowledge of all the details pertaining to 
each particular branch, as the Medical Department, the 
Signal Corps, the Engineer Corps, or the Artillery Corps. 

Long-established practice has shown the wisdom of the 
rule, and it requires no argument to show that to exempt 
the artillery from its application would be at the risk of 
harmony—would divide responsibility and impair em- 
ciency. Even under the latitude of paragraph 436 of thy 
Regulations which exempts the artillery from certain 
post duties, well-founded complaints have sometimes 
been engendered, and to extend it so as to practically 
make a quasi independent command in a post would tend 
to weaken, not strengthen, the hand of the post com- 
mander. 

When two or more field batteries are serving at a 
post of different arms of the Service there can be no ob- 
jection to a provisional battalion of artillery “for maneu- 
vers and instruction,”’ the same as prescribed for in- 
fantry and cavalry, without separate headquarters or 
distinctive records, and all under the immediate control 
of the post commander, and to the detail for these pur- 
poses of an adjutant and sergeant major by the bat- 
talion commander.—(Decision Sec. ‘War, Jan. 28, 1902— 
406414, A. G. O.)

CIRCULAR 1, JAN. 8, DIV. OF PHILIPPINES.

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WHERE THE CRUELTY COMES IN. 


Another favorite fiction of the “anti-impérialist” op- 
ponents of the Government’s Philippine policy has been 
heartlessly exploded by the Secretary of War in a com- 
munication to Senator Lodge with reference to the oft 
repeated charge that American soldiers are guilty of cruel 
practices in their treatment of Filipino insurgents. This 
charge has been nrade over and over again in Congress and 
out. It has become the last resort of demagogues and 
renegades who, when argument fails them, simply get 
together and shriek in tones of stage agony: 

“Well, anyhow, you are waging a barbarous war in 
the Philippines. You are butchering people.” 

And then they execute a shudder which is so carefully 
rehearsed that it looks like the real thing. It was 
hardly worth while for anybody to call the official at- 
tention of the Government to these absurd charges, but 
Senator Lodge has done so and has received a reply from 
Secretary Root which demonstrates that the ranks of the 
“anti-imperialists” contain several past grand masters of 
the ignoble art of lying. We have called attention here- 
tofore to the base and wicked fabrications, in which they 
delight just in proportion as they bring discredit upon 
their country, and the soldiers against whom they have a 
hostility which amounts almost to monomania. The Sec- 
retary confirms what we have said by declaring that 
any report of cruelty on the part of American soldiers 
has been promptly investigated and found to be either 
wholly false or grossly exaggerated. The records of 
thirteen of these investigations accompany Secretary 
Root’s reply, and in each of them it appears that the al- 
legations were either sheer fabrications or magnified out 
of all proportion to the facts. Included in his report 
there is also a memorandum of 44 officers, soldiers and 
camp followers, who have been tried and 39 of them con- 
victed for violations of the orders forbidding” cruelty or 
injustice to prisoners of war. 

The principal grievance alleged by the acusers of the 
American troops is against “the water cure” as practiced 
upon captive insurgents in order to extort information 
from them. This practice was described in our columns 
some time ago. The “anti imperialists” quote an anony- 
mous person who says he served as a soldier under Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Funston, U. 8. A., in the Philippines to 
the effect that he had seen “the water cure” adminis- 
tered to 160 Filipinos and that it killed all but 26 of 
them. To this statement General Funston answers that 
it is “an atrocious lie without the slightest foundation 
in fact.” He never heard of the water cure having been 
administered to a native by a white man and believes 
that it was rarely if ever administered by American 
soldiers. Moreover, the ordeal, even as described by the 
Macabebes, used without authority and against orders, 
was by no means as severe as has been charged, and he 
never heard of a case in which it resulted fatally. 

The facts as given in Secretary Root’s report, show 
that in each instance ridiculous charges of killing, loot- 
ing or incendiarism were made in personal letters by pri- 
vate soldiers who were either lying for the fun of the 
thing or with a desire to thrill the folks at home with 
dread tales of fire and blood—and in each instance the 
writer, when brought to book by his commanding ofticer, 
has owned up that he was romancing and. had no idea 
that his falsehoods would ever get into print. 

As the Secretary shows, “the war in the Philippines has 
been conducted by the American Army with scrupulous 
regard for the rules of civilized warfare, with careful and 
genuine consideration for the prisoner and the non-com- 
batant, with self-restraint, and with humanity, never sur- 
passed, if ever equalled, in any conflict, worthy only of 
praise, and reflecting credit upon the American people.” 

The American soldier of a certain type finds gratifica- 
tion for his sense of humor in exaggerating statements 
concerning his doings and experiences which, while not 
maliciously intended, perhaps, do infinite mischief when 
they find their way to the public through the medium of 
the local paper and are circulated by those who keep 
their ears to the ground to catch the slightest murmur or 
Suggestion uncomplimentary to the Army. We remem- 
ber that on one occasion during the Civil War a sober 
minded officer of German birth preferred charges of lying 
against a Kansas Colonel who, when he descanted upon 
the superiority of American scenery and was asked whe- 
ther he had ever seen the Rhine, replied that he had 
sailed to the head waters of the Rhine in the U. 8. frigate 
Minnesota. To cap the German’s story of the intelli- 
gence of the German fraulein, as shown by the mastery 
of several languages, the Kansas man asserted that he 
was accustomed to receive letters from the young ladies 
at his home written not only in English, French or Ger- 
man, but in Italian, Spanish, Russian, Sanscrit, Arabic, 
Chinese and Hebrew. “Whereas,” as the specifications 
in this famous case ran, “it is well known that American 
young ladies have no such knowledge of foreign lan- 
guages.” Oftentimes this tendency to exaggerated speech 
does no harm and can be allowed to pass for humor, but 
not where it misleads and brings discredit on the Service. 
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COST OF CIVIC VERSUS MILITARY RULB. 


We have an illustration of the relative economy of 
civil and military administration in the Philippines in 
the following comparison of salaries: Governor Taft 
gets $20,000; Major General Chaffee, $7,500; members 
of the Philippine Commission, each $15,000; Depart- 
ment Commanders, Brigadier Generals, $5,500; Chief 
Justices of the Supreme Court, $7,500; Division Judge 
Advocate General, $8,500; Associate Judges, $5,000; 
Department Judge Advocates, $2,500; City 
Clerk of Manila, $3,000; Second Lieutenant in charge 
of Civil affairs, $1,500; Health Commissioners of Ma- 
nila, $6,000; Chief Surgeon, Lieut. Colonel, $3,000; 
Secretary of the Government, $7,500; Military Secre- 
tary, Captain, $2,000, and so on to the end of the 
chapter. The increased pay of officers for longevity 
should not enter into this comparison with the pay of 
newly appointed civil officers. 

The civil government of the Philippines is certainly 
not setting an example of economy. and administrative 
efficiency such as shall command the confidence and 
approval of the natives. If civil authority is to be 
instituted and maintained in the archipelago the first 
step in that direction is to convince the islanders that 
it is not only the wisest and safest form of government 
but the most economical as well. What the Filipinos 
need is a form of government which shall be simple, 
stable and economical, and no system which is lacking 
in any of these essentials will meet the requirements of 
the situation. 

It is therefore with some misgiving that we contem- 
plate the salary schedules of American civil officials 
now engaged in the islands. As they are payable in 
gold they are worth in loesl currency double the amount 
received. Doubtless Governor Taft earns every cent 
of his $20,000 salary, which is almost twice the pay of 
the Lieutenant General of the Army ($11,000) and ex- 
actly twice the salary of the Governor of New York, 
New Jersey or Pennsylvania. It may be, too, that each 
of the four members of the Philippine Commission 
renders a value received for his salary of $15,000, which 
is just double the pay of Major General Chaffee of the 
Army, who is also doing his country’s work—and the 
most thankless part of it—in the islands. 

Of course the Filipino pays the freight. All the ex- 
penses of civil administration are paid out of the na- 
tive revenues, and it may be urged that for that reason 
we need not worry over the outlay. But he is a short 
sighted person indeed who takes that view of the mat- 
ter. Our fitness to govern remote territories, our capa- 
city to prepare inferior races for the responsibility of 
self rule, and our National reputation for honesty and 
good faith, are all cu trial in the Philippine enterprise. 
To succeed in this undertaking we must win the con- 
fidence of the Filipinos. and to do that we must con- 
vince them that not a dollar of their money shall be used 
extravagantly, much less corruptly, in the primary de- 
velopment of their institutions by American officials. 
We are satisfied that if the natives are beginning to 
believe in American honesty. it is throuch their obser- 
vation of the simple, rigorous economy which governs 
disbursements of public funds under our military au- 
thorities in the islands. In those operations, which 
exert an educational influence of immeasurabie value, 
there is no extravagance, no corruption, no slipshod 
management. Their accuracy, the clearly defined re 
sponsibility for their honest, prompt and economical 
performance present an example of American integrity 
and method which must serve as a great moral force in 
behalf of peace and good will in the Philippines under 
the sovereignty of the United States. The American 
civil officials in the islands are men of unblemished 
character and honorable purposes, and are engaged in 
a difficult task under particularly disheartening con- 
ditions. We believe, however, that i. the matter of 
salaries and of general disbursements of public money. 
they would do wisely in patterning their operations 
after the Army system. 


FOR A PACIFIC CABLE. 

A favorable report has been made on the bill authoriz- 
ing the Government to construct a cable across the 
Pacific Ocean, by the House Committee on Inter-State 
and Foreign Commerce. Representative Corliss, 
chairman of the Committee contends that the cable 
should be owned, controlled and operated by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, should be made by an 
American manufacturer, laid by an American ship un- 
der the American flag, and operated at actual cost, for 
the dissemination of knowledge, the proper direction of 
our Army and Navy, and the advancement of our 
trade and commerce in the Pacific. General Greely 
estimates the entire cost of the proposed cable, includ- 
ing ships and all possible contingencies, at $10,000,000, 
and that the expense of maintenance and operation 
would be $525,000 per year. General Greely’s esti- 
mates are approved by Admiral Bradford of the Navy 
Department, and Admiral Kenny, in a recent statement 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs, said 
that at times since the outbreak of the Spanish War 
the Government had paid as much as one thousand 
dollars a day for eable messages to the Philippines, and 
expressed the opinion that the amount spent for such 
service in five or six years would pay the entire cost 
of constructing a cable. The Government has spent 
fully $500,000 in surveying a cable route extending 
from California to Hawaii by way of Guam and Wake 
or Midway Islands, and the project is regarded as en- 
tirely feasible. The minority of the Committee has 
filed a report in opposition to Government construction, 





Government cable or one under private control, the use 
of it should be guaranteed to members of the Army and 
Navy at the same rates as are levied on official mes- 
sages. Such an arrangement would do much to over- 
come the depressing isolation of military Service in 
the Philippines by permitting freer communication be- 
tween officers and their relatives at home, and anything 
that helps in that direction is a gain for the best inter- 
ests of the Army. 


OUR NEW STRATEGIC OUTPOST. 

Now that the treaty for the transfer of the Danish West 
Indies to the United States has been ratified by the unani- 
mous vote of the Senate, the future status of the terri- 
tory becomes a question of interest to both Congress and 
the country at large. One of the first steps to be taken 
under the new order of things will be the extension of free 
trade and the benefits of the coastwise trading laws to 
the islands, and the reorganization of their civil affairs 
in conformity with American institutions. One sugges 
tion in this direction is that the Danish islands be made 
@ part of Porto Rico and governed with it under a single 
administration, but this will hardly be done for the rea- 
son that the residents of the newly acquired islands 
strongly object to political amalgamation with the domi- 
nant race in Porto Rico. A new name for the islands 
will also have to be adopted, and one proposition is that 
they shall be called “Caribbea.’ Another’ is that they 
shall be designated the “Territory of the Antilles.” 
That is euphonious, but a trifle cumbersome. 

The strategic value to the United States of the islands 
which are thus to be added to our national dominions is 
clearly pointed out in the secret report with which the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs submitted the 
treaty to the Senate for action. St. Thomas is the natura! 
point of call for all Buropean trade bound to the West 
Indies, Central America or northern South America 
These islands, together with Porto Rico, form the north- 
eastern corner of the Carribean Sea and are of great im- 
portance in connection with the isthmus canal. They 
are of first importance in connection with our relations 
to the region of Orinoco and the Amazon and with our 
control of the Windward Passage. 

With the three Danish islands in our possession Porto 
Rico is secure, and our naval influence in West Indian 
waters is largely increased. “The island of St. Thomas,” 
says the report we have mentioned, “possesses all the nat- 
ural advantages, enabling it to be converted into a second 
Gibraltar. The structure of this narrow island, with its 
long central ridge, having a general elevation of about 
1,000 feet, with some points 500 feet higher, is especially 
adapted for the emplacement of fortifications commanding 
both shores at the same time. The elevated ground in the 
immediate neighborhood of the excellent roadsteds which 
this island affords makes the question of harbor defence a 
comparatively easy one.” 

Under American sovereignty the wonderful land-locked 
harbor of St. Thomas, which affords a safe refuge for 
ships at all times, will doubtless regain the commercial 
importance which it enjoyed before the transition from 
sail to steam in the traffic of the seas. In those days it 
was one of the leading, if not, indeed, the leading port in 
the West Indies, and with our expanding commerce and 
the change in trade conditions which is sure to follow 
the construction of the isthmian canal it seems destined to 
recover its former position. Properly fortified, the island 
of St. Thomas can be made into one of the most powerful 
military positions in the world—a position which will 
serve as an added guarantee of neace and of permanent 
security for American interests in West Indian waters.

WHO INVENTED THE MONITOR? 


We are sorry to find that excellent paper, the New 
York Sun, reviving the old fable about the Monitor hav- 
ing been invented by T. R. Timby who, as it appears, is 
still living ir Brooklyn, N. Y. A hoase or turret turn- 
ing on a pivot, so as to secure an al] round fire, is as old 
as the time of the ancient Greeks and was known to 
Ericsson in his youthful days when the was an officer of 
Artillery in the Swedish Service. Ericsson also observed 
at that time the stability of the timber rafts during the 
storms upon the Swedish lakes. This association in his 
inventive mind of a revolving turret with the stability, 
and securiiy against assault, obtained by a floating struc- 
ture having but little freeboard, resulted in the Moni- 
tor. The requirements of a vessel wholly under water 
necessitated a great variety of novel contrivances and 
there were at least forty of these in the first Monitor, al! 
of which were patentable. Timby had nothing whatever 
to do with these and his idea of a revolving tower for 
land defense no more anticipated the Monitor than did the 
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cork screw the screw propeller, which Eriesson first 
successfully adapted to marine propulsion. The impres- 
sion that Timby originated the idea of the Monitor 
is due to the fact that Ericsson’s business partners in the 
building of the Monitor, Bushnell, Winslow and Gris- 
wold, With the timidity of capitalists, thought it best to 
buy Timby’s patent lest it might include some claim 
that would interfere with theirs. Their purpose was to 
apply Timby’s tower to uses of harbor defense for 
which it Was intended, but it proved worthless for that, 
while Ericsson’s Monitor idéa has revolutionized every 
Navy in the world. Timby’s revolving turret was a cyl- 
endrical iron citadel with many floors, each floor carrying 
a large number of guns operated on fixed radial slides. 
It was to be placed near the entrance of a harbor, 
and kept continually revolving, as the enemy approached, 
the guns being fired in succession as they were brought 
to bear on the enemy’s ships. Should the rotation be 
stepped by any means the whole structure with its nu- 
merous guns would become useless as each gun was 
pointed unalterably in one direction. The Timby turret 
was never of any use. 

Ericsson was urged to take out patents for the Moni- 
tor, and the inventions connected with it, but he de- 
clined to do so. When in 1882 Senator Piatt of Connec- 
ticnt, proposed to secure from Congress some recognition 
of his services he replied: “Nothing could induce me to 
accept any remuneration from the United States for the 
Monitor invention, once presented by me as my contri- 
bution to the glorious Union cause, the triumph of which 
freed four millions of bondmen.” Again he wrote to a 
friend in England. “I do not seek emolument; what I de- 
sire to see is the monitor system copied by that great 
power which my native land (Sweden) looks to for as- 
sistance in a contest that will take place sooner or later.” 
In view of this generosity it would seem to be only prop- 
er to refrain from depriving Ericsson of his due credit, 
especially in favor of a worthless device like that of 
Timby’s. 


Major Louis M. Maus, Med. Dept., U. S. A., Commis- 
ner of Public Health in the Philippines, has written 
instructive letter to Surgeon General Sternberg, of 
Army, concerning medical and sanitary progress in 
he islands. He is gradually devising a system of laws 
lating to those subjects, and is confident that the prac- 
» of medicine in the Philippines will be placed on as 
h a plane as in any State of the Union. In the city 
Manila laws have already been adopted to regulate 
edical practice and establish compulsory vaccinaéion. 
ts have also been passed for the creation of municipal 
ind provincial boards of health, and there are other bills 
der consideration to regulate the practice of dentistry, 
plarmaecy, veterinary surgery, embalming and under- 
taking, and for the contro] of leprosy. Great improve- 
ment has been made in health conditions in Manila. 
More than 3,000 houses, in which plague cases, or rats 
affected with the disease had been found, have been 
thoroughly cleaned. Fully 15,000 rats have been exam- 
ined for plague, from 2 to 3 per cent. of which were 
found to be affected, and a general crusade against rate 
has destroyed scores of thousands of the rodents. From 
August, 1901, plague in the city declined until Oct. 22, 
when the last case occurred, but in December six cases 
occurred within a week, since which time there have 
been no cases. Biological examinations show a decline 
the number of rats infected with plague, and this 
fact is evidence that the measures which have been 
taken to eradicate the disease are succeeding. The 
isper colony which is being established on Kulion Isl- 
nd, in the Oalamianes group, twenty hours distant 
from Manila, will soon be ready for occupancy, and it is 
the intention to send 500 or 600 lepers to the colony be- 
(ween now and tne Ist of April. The island is well 
dapted for the purposes of the colony, being abundantly

il! be self-surporting.

We had, how- 
ver, to maintain strong guards and garrisons at each

For the 
protection of a bridge, one or two log block-houses, two 


tories high, with a piece of ordnance and a small in- 
fantry guard, usually sufficed. The block-house had a 
mail parapet and ditch about it, and the roof was made 
hot proof by earth piled on. These points could usual- 
y be reached only by a dash of the enemy’s cavalry, 
ind many of these block-houses successfully resisted se- 
‘ious attack by both Cavalry and Artillery. The only 
lock-house that was actually captured in the war, was 
he one near Allatona.” The block-house at Allatona 
was set on fire and captured with its garrison of four 


officers and 85 men. During the unsuccessful attack 
on Allatona, the Confederate general concentrated the 
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fire of his Artillery upon it. The block-house was much 
used previous to our Civil War for a defense against 
Indians, but we believe that its use during the Civil War 
was its first application to the defense of railroads.

Brie. Gen. Joseph C. Breckinridge, Inspector 
General, U. 8. A., has returned to the United States, 
after a tour of inspection of the Philippines, and states 
that the islands cannot be said to be entirely pacified 
inasmuch as a certain amount of guerrilla warfare is 
still going on. Military operations are rather quiet, he 
says, this being the rainy season, but after it is over 
the troops will go into the interior and establish peace. 
General Breckinridge visited forty Army posts in the isl- 
ands, and while they were better than he expected to 
find them, there is room for great improvement. He 
states that the Signal Corps has done glorious work in 
the islands, that it has lost more men than any other de- 
partment of the Service, and that if the strength of the 
corps was doubled its work would be quadrupled. The 
climate of the Philippines, says General Breckinridge, is 
enervating. The men fall off in weight, but it is amaz- 
ing how they keep up in nerve for all that. As for 
Rrig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U. 8. A., commanding in 
Samar, and Brig.-Gen. J. Frankliu Bell, U. 8. A., com- 
manding in Batangas province, Island of Luzon, General 
Breckinridge remarks that he has seldom seen officers 
with affairs better in hand. General Breckinridge speaks 
favorably of Governor Taft's efforts to place the islands on 
a peace footing, says the schools are flourishing, and that 
at no distant time the city of Manila will have 1,500,000 
inhabitants. He holds that Manila and the Philippines 
are most valuable possessions.

Before Oct. 1, 1902, there is to be a great reduction 
in the number of troops in the Division of the Philip- 
pines. For many months it has been the intention of 
the Secretary of War to order, as soon as it was deemed 
expedient, a large force home, and, with this end in 
view, the War Department has been in constant com- 
munication with Major General Chaffee to learn his 
views on the subject. This week a general order has 
been outlined by the Adjutant General’s Department 
which contemplates the reduction of the Army under 
General Chaffee to 32,000 men by the first of next Oc- 
tober. All of the regiments still in the Archipelago, 
which left this country for the Philippines in 1899, are 
scheduled to come home gradually, so that October 1 
will probably see them all in this country. Four regi: 
ments of infantry, exclusive of the 9th, have either al- 
ready arrived from the Philippines or are to come imme- 
diately. The 9th Infantry, which will be the next regi- 
ment after the 17th Infantry to leave Manila, is coming 
before its actual turn as a result of its exceedingly ardu- 
ous service in China and Samar. Under the order just 
prepared the following regiments will come home be- 
fore October 1, in the order named: The 3rd Infantry, 
12th Infantry, 21st Infantry, 13th Infantry, 6th In- 
fantry, 16th Infantry, 24th Infantry, 25th Infantry, 
19th Infantry, and the 3d Cavalry. The departure of 
these regiments will, as we have said, reduce the Phil- 
ippine Army to 32,000 men, as it is the intention of the 
authorities to transfer to other regiments all of the long- 
term men. General Chaffee has recently cabled the 
War Department not to send to the Philippines any 
more recruits. Experienced men will be obtained from 
the regiments to come home under the new order,

Germany’s increase in her demand upon China for in- 
demnity for losses sustained in consequence of the Boxer 
outrages of 1900, has caused the United States to make 
a further appeal to the interested powers in behalf of 
moderate treatment for the Chinese Government. It was 
originally decided that $315,000,000 would cover all 
losses sustained by the allied Powers, and for that amount 
they agreed to cancel their claims. Germany now files 
an additional claim for $7,000,000 for damages which it 
is alleged were overlooked when the adjudication was 
made, and if this is allowed other nations may be" dis- 
posed to present supplementary claims of their own, so 
that the original total of $315,000,000 may be greatly 
exceeded. The United States has therefore proposed that 
the allied powers agree to pro rata reduction of their 
claims in order to keep within the total already demanded 
and still make an additional allowance to Germany on 
account of ther supplementary claim. The American 
Government holds that $315,000,000 is the utmost that 
China is able to pay, and that to demand more would 
not only be unjust but that it would provoke internal dis- 
order in the empire which might render it impossible for 
her to pay anything at all. Foreign nations cannot 
benefit their interests in China by taking advantage of 
her temporary weakness to extort unreasonable indemni- 
ties for past injuries. The American plea for fair play to 
the old empire is sound not only in morals but in policy 
also.

The Bureau of Navigation, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Navy, has this week recommended to 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs that an item of 
of $71,000 be added to the forthcoming Naval Appro- 
priation Bill for the construction of necessary buildings 
at the Navy Yards at Norfolk and New London, Conn., 
for the establishment at those places of Naval Training 
Stations for the Navy. As far as practicable it is the 
intention of the Bureau to use the buildings already at 
the Yards, and which are unused, for the Training Sta- 
tions, but it will be necessary to construct several new 
buildings fitted with modern appliances for the use of 
the men under training. Especially is the proposed 
Training Station at New London to be well fitted out 
for its purpose. Elaborate plans have been tentatively 
prepared by the Navy Department for the proposed sta- 
tion, The recommendations of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion have been heartily endorsed by Secretary Long. 


Considerable interest is manifest in Army circles rela- 
tive to the newly created board of officers for the con- 
sideration of uniform changes for the Service. At the 
War Department it is not believed that this board will 
make many radical recommendations, as it is well known 
that the Secretary of War and the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment are opposed, at this time, to changing the uni- 
form to any material extent. A report has been made 
to the Secretary by an officer of the Quartermaster’s 
Department showing the large amount of clothing on 
hand which would be made worthless by any radical 
changes in the existing uniforms. [Im al! probability, 
however, the Board will make several minor changes, 
but of great importance in the plan of general improve- 
ment. The helmet for full dress is undoubtedly doomed, 
as is also the bulky shoulder knot. 














It is understood in Washington that the formal cere- 
monies incident to the taking over of the Danish West 
Indies by the United States will be performed by the 
Army, and it is probable that shortly after the exchange 
of ratifications between Washington and Copenhagen a 
detachment of troops will be sent from Porto Rico to St. 
Thomas to raise the flag and take possession of the ter- 
ritory. No definite form of government for the islands 
has been agreed upon as yet, but it is believed in some 
quarters that because of their close proximity to.Porto 
Rico they will be organized into a common system with 
that island. On the other hand it is said that the 
inhabitants of the Danish islands are averse to being 
avsociated in a poljtical way with the dominant race in 
Porto Rico, and on that account it may be decided to pro- 
vide them with a separate administrative system.

No action has yet been taken by the Secretary of War 
upon the proceedings of the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications for the past seven months. Month after 
month the Board has met and considered some very im- 
portant matters and made its recommendation to the 
Secretary. No member ©f the Board has been given the 
slightest intimation why these proceedings have re- 
ceived no action from the Secretary. As far as actual 
results are concerned the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fications has accomplished nothing during this period— 
not that the Board is in any measure to blame. There 
is much speculation as to the reasons which have in- 
fluenced the Secretary in taking no action. 





The United States Cavalry Association is soon to be 
reorganized, and its Journal is expected to resume pub- 
lication. The executive committee held a meeting at 
Fort Leavenworth recently to consider a plan for reor- 
ganizing the Association, which owing to the condition 
incident to the Spanish war requiring all troops for the 
fiei. was in a measure allowed to become disorganized. 
Capt. L. C. Scherer, 4th Cay., was designated as acting 
secretary and treasurer. Capts. J. T. Dickman, Tyree 
R. Rivers and Scherer were appointed a committee to 
communicate with the old members of the association as 
to the advisability of again publishing the Journal.”

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INSPECTOR GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. 


To the Editor of the Army aNp Navy JouRNAL: 

Believing that it is not your desire that any office 
shail be unjustly criticized through the medium of. your 
paper, particularly when absent from the country, or 
dead—I have the honor to ask that you will publish the 
foliowing. In explanation of my writing I quote the 
closing sentence of the last’ paragraph of an editorial in 
your paper of February 22, as follows: 

“The most striking comment on the importance of a 
separate department of inspectors general is the action 
of the officers who abandoned the department during the 
Spenish war to seek more distinguished, or more con- 
genial service in command of troops, thus seriously 
crippling it at a critica] time.” 

An Inspector’s work has never been confined to desk 
and. office routine—he has always worked personally with 
troops. Where were the troops and supplies “during the 
Spanish war?’ At the rear in offices and at desks? 
That work was done during peace, and when war threat- 
ened, those officers desired also to go to the front. 

The Annual Reports of the Inspector General for 1898 
and 1890 show the work and station of each officer in the 
Department. And “during the Spanish war,” or during 
active hostilities, only one of the regular com- 
missioned in the Department was acting otherwise than 
as an inspector general. Three of the seven officers were 
in the field during the Cuban War. 

The Secretary of War, in his report to the Committee 
on the Investigation of the conduct of the War Depart- 
ment in the war with Spain, says: 

“It will be noticed that General Breckinridge continued 
to serve in the Inspector General’s Department, with the 
rank of Major General of Volunteers, for several months 
after the outbreak of the war; in fact, nearly up to the 
time when hostilities ceased.” 

Ii scarcely seems unbecoming in a soldier—not even un- 
becoming in an Inspector General—to desire to serve with 
fighting troops. I believe George Washington—also Al- 
exander Hamilton and General Steuben—who were both 
Inspectors General—would have sympathized with such a 
desire. Certainly President McKinley did, for he ap- 
pointed General Breckinridge a Major General of Volun- 
teers and sent him to the front—first to inspect the Army 
at Chickamauga. From there he was ordered to Tam 
and Cuba. All good soldiers will heartily understand t 
closing paragraph of his “Report of a Tour of Duty with 
the Army of Invasion of Cuba, June 5 to July 25, 1898,” 
which says: 

“How earnestly I have been impelled to seek service 
in face of this enemy of my countrv, regatdless of all 
lesser considerations, is of course appreciated by my 
superiors. Up to the limit of my powers I crave to ren- 
der such service as may be possible. Perhaps I should 
justly recognize that all others, with proper soldierly in- 
stinct, ardently press to the front also and may deserve 
higher consideration. But permit me at this close of my 
long duty as Inspector General of the Army to solicit 
such active service, and if possible command in the face 
of the enemy, as the kindly consideration of my superiors 
and their regard for others and the needs of the public 
service may be able to accord.” 

I know that President Roosevelt can fully comprehend 
the above sentiment, for he was actuated by the same 
feeling. I ask in all kindness, was it necessary to help 
Mr. Root’s bill along to cast such a slur so unjustly, and 
hard to substantiate, upon a body of such gallant soldiers 
as the men of the Inspector General’s Department; one 
of whom gave his life on the field of battle in the Phil- 
ippines—all of whom served their country to the best of 
their ability? Whatever these officers did “during the 
Spanish War,” was done under the orders of their su- 
periors, the Secretary of War and Commanding General 
of the Army.

Our correspondent is mistaken in assuming that the 
aiticle referred to implied or intended any reflection up- 
on the officers of the Inspector General’s Department. 
According to our understanding, General Breckinridge 
sought command in the field in part because, as he be- 
lieved, the usefulness of his department was seriously 
crippled, and he himself practically displaced, by the order 
directing inspectors in the field to report directly to the 
Adjutant General. Besides this, the Ordnance and the 
Quartermaster’s Department objected to inspections by 
General Breckinridge’s department, and it was left with- 
out the support and encouragement which its head con- 
sidered essentia] to its efficiency. It is certainly not un- 
becoming for a soldier, even though he is an inspector 
general, to desire to serve with fighting troops. Nor have 
we ever suggested that it was. The fact, however, that 
he considers that he can be more usefully employed in 
other work than that of inspecting may fairly be taken as 
an expression of his opinion as to the relative importance 
of such work. 





WAR SCARS VS. LONGEVITY. 


To the Editor of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Army Appropriation Bill awaiting Congressional 
action contains the following clause: 

Provided, That hereafter there shall not be allowed or 
paid any increase of longevity pay to any officer retired 
from active service above the sum allowed and paid to 
such officer at the date of retirement. 

While the principle upon which this proposition is based 
may be sound in its general application, its practical ef- 
fect is suddenly to reduce the pay of those officers only 
who have been prematurely retired on account of wounds 
or disability “in the line of duty” during the Civil War. 

There are 775 officers now on the retired list of the 
Army. Of these 70 below the rank of general officers 
were retired for wounds, including 29 who have lost limbs 
and 1 who has lost both legs and was retired as a 1st lieu- 
tenant. Most of these were retired a month of two before 
completing a term of ten years active service, but, in 
accordance with the law as it has been construed for thir- 
tv years, have been allowed and paid a percentage for 
longevity accruing after retirement up to the maximum 
of twenty years: a special recognition of war service 
which had cut short the military careers of many promis- 
ing young officers and deprived them of opportunities for 
promotion open to those who remained upon the active list 
and who in a more peaceful time were sure to reach the 
longevity limit. In its effect it was not unlike the Navy 


system of promotion after retirement. 
Toa certain extent, the retired list is a reserve or ““wait- 
ing order” list from which “in time of war” the President 


mav assign officers to such duty as they may be able to 
perform; and it is now p that retired officers shall 
be subject to inspection at any time with a view to return- 
ing to the active list any who may be found eligible. 

At tepenme.time shat & io:yeepaned to sednes SBe p 
of all officers retired for wounds received during the Civil 
War, comprising less than 10 per cent. of the retired list 
—Congress is asked to promote and increase the pay of 
the remainder of those who served in the same war, but 
who were less seriously disabled. 

It is confidently believed that upon due consideration of 
the unfair discrimination and hardship which the = 
sage of this measure would effect that it will be elim- 
inated from the bill or modified in the interests of justice 
and the Military Service. 

It is si ted that the clause of the bill quoted might 
be amen to read as follows: 

Provided: That there shall not be allowed or paid any 
‘ucrease of longevity pay to any officer hereafter retired 
from active service excepting those retired for wounds re- 
ceived in action above the sum allowed and paid to such 
officers at the date of retirement.

FUTURE OF THE SUBMARINE. 


The fellowing is a condensation of an article on the 
submarine boat by Archibald 8. Hurd, which appears in 
the Nineteenth Century and After, for February: 

The submarine has come and it ‘has come to stay, not 
only in the British Navy but in the navies of the world. 
On the one hand it is true that we have the opinion of 
Rear Admiral O,Neil, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
of the United States Navy, that this type of war-craft 
has not yet passed beyond the experimental stage. On 
the other we have the action of the French authorities in 
acting in advance of the views which naval experts of the 
French fleet have expressed as to the capabilities of 
these boats. There is good authority for the statement 
that a steamship is now under construction on the other 
side of the channel to act as “mother-ship” to the sub- 
marines, or one flotilla of them, for it has been arranged 
that they shall be distributed in three groups. No pro- 


vision is at present made in the estimates for this vessel, 
nor is she at first sight very different from an ordinary 
merchant ship, except that she is being fitted with spe- 
cial derricks whereby submarine boats can be lifted from 
the water and carried from point to point as desired 
by the admiral commanding the fleet, the officers and 
men in the meantime enjoying all the warmth and com- 
fort to be had only in a large vessel, and reserving their 
strength until the moment arrived at which they could 
man their craft, launch them, and pluy their deadly role, 
whatever it might be. 

Which shall we believe, the actions of the French in 
sinking national capital of no mean amount, or the theo- 
retical views ot some British and American officers, who 
have not had as many opportunities for specially study- 
ing this new type of man-of-war? While we profess to 
laugh at the submarine boats, we have built five, not be- 
cause we expect that they will add to the gaiety of na- 
tions, but because the British authorities know that the 
submarine has come to stay, and that the French inven- 
tive instinct is leading the authorities on the other side 
of the Channel with that unerring rectitude which has 
made them pioneers in methods of naval warfare. It is 
impossible to believe that successive Ministers of Marine 
have continued to build these boats well knowing, after 
experiments spread over several years, that they have no 
future, and that when hostilities occur they will prove 
of no use. 

Hitherto the problem of submarine navigation has been 
largely academic, and powerful and sufficient reasons 
have fed the Admiralty to ignore it. British opinion has 
always been skeptical, and for the best of causes; it has 
not desired that the obstacles to this form of warfare 
should be surmounted. Officially we do not want the sub- 
marine to succeed, and when failure is foretold it is to 
be feared that the wish is father to the thought. Na- 
tional sentiment in this country is against the submarine. 
National interests are also opposed to the submarine. 
We have invested all the insurance capital for the em- 
pire in large ships. ~ They are the invested funds of the 
empire, they represent about sixty million sterling. and 
wherever the British flag flies one of these armed citadels 
is not far off. 

If the submarine has come to stay as is asserted, then 
it is a menace to the battleship and the cruiser, and 
will minimize the effective power of such vessels. It is 
folly to sweep aside the claims which are made for the 
submarine even if they are exaggerated. Though they 
were unsupported by reliable evidence they constitute a 
menace to the morale of the crews of ships opposed to 
them. The submarine has reached a stage—even if only 
an “experimental stage,” to quote Admiral O’Neil—when 
it becomes a menace; for it is no secret either here or in 
Franee that this craft is directed against the naval forces 
of this country. 

As is already known, the five British boats have been 
built under license from the Holland Company, who are 
the pioneers in this class of construction in the United 
States, and they do not differ materially from the new 
craft which are being built on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, and have raiseu so much contention among naval offi- 
cers. 

In view of the division of opinion that undoubtedly 
existed early in 1901, the decision last spring revealed the 
wisdom that may always be expected from the American 
Naval Department, but it must be understood that it re- 
flected not at all on the possibilities whica these boats 
suggest, and merely indicated that the American authori- 
ties would not take a leap in the dara, but were de- 
termined to await developments. ‘hose developments 
have come, and they will assuredly be followed by orders 
for further boats of the Fulton type. 

None of the opinions expressed on submarine boats in 
this country, in America, or in France apply to the new 
type of Holland boat. It differs fundamentally from the 
French craft in that it does not sink slowly on an even 
keel, an operation that takes from fourteen or fifteen 
minutes to twenty minutes, but dives like a porpoise be- 
neath the water within fewer seconds than the French 
submarines take minutes. It is, in fact, calculated—and 
was demonstrated in America during November last— 
that the British boats will be able to dive, so as to leave 
only their small armored conning-towers visible on the 
surface, in a matter of a few seconds, and in this posi- 
tion they will be able to travel if necessary 400 miles; 
none of the French boats can approach this achievement. 
As to the rate at which the new Holland type of boat 
is capable of submergence, it is noteworthy that during 
the recent trials of the Fulton she was able to dive in 
from two to three seconds entirely out of sight, so that, 
at a moderate range of, say 2 yards, she could have 
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supply, this has given trouble in some of the French 
boats, and th 
‘There will be no difheulty in the new H — 
which are fitted with apparatus for purifying the atmos- 
phere and have a‘large storage of compressed air. These 
arrangements are so perfect that one complement re- 
mained sealed up in a boat for several hours smoking and 
singing lustily; indeed the air supply is sufficient to en- 
able the crew in face of any imminent danger to remain 
submerged for thirty-six hours without discomfort. To 
some extent this claim has been put to the test. On the 
5th of November, the Fulton, which is. similar to the 
British boats, remained under water for fifteen hours 
without discomfort to the crew. 

Whenever the subject of submarines is raised, skep- 
tics point to their aileged blindness. At one time’ there 
was ground for the contention that these craft cannot see 
beneath the water. The French have surmounted this 
difficulty to some extent by the use of what is known as 
the periscope. Of the utility of the periscope under fa- 
vorable conditions there can be no doubt. It has en- 
abled several of the French submarines to operate with 
suecess while remaining themselves unseen. 

We have the assurance of Lieutenant Dawson that each 
of the British boats will have “‘a special arrangement for 
effecting this purpose” (obtaining a view of the surface) 
“while enabling her to run at a distance below the sur- 
face so that no visible trace of her can be seen.” “Such 
an arrangement,” he adds, “places this country quite on 
a level with the French nation, notwithstanding the fact 
that we may not have given the same amount of atten- 
tion to submarine warfare.” 

Admiral Philip Hichborn, until recently Chief Con- 
structor of the United States Navy, has laid down the 
desiderata in a submarine boat. Summarizing his views 
he stated that the “Holland type of submarine in its pres- 
ent development is a large positive quantity, and there 
seems to be no way of largely increasing it’ for some 
years.” In this prophecy, though expressed only eigh- 
teen months ago, this officer was wrong, for already the 
boats have been given sight when submerged, as indicated 
by Lieutenant Dawson, while the latter expresses the 
view that, though the speed is not great, progress is cer- 
tain, and attention may be directed to the following sig- 
nificant parallel: when the Whitehead torpedo was first 
introduced it had a low speed, and, generally speaking, 
was very uncertain as to its direction, depth, and ap- 
plied utility. Now, however, it is capable of running 
within a few inches of the required depth at a ‘speed of 
some thirty-seven miles an hour for a range up to 2,000 
yards, and hitting the point aimed at with almost the 
same precision as a gun. In the same manner, there is 
no doubt, the submarine boat will ve improved, while 
there is a great field for development in connection with 
the secondary battery. 

In view of the fact that Admiral Dewey is one of the 
half dozen officers of high standing who have had exper- 
ience of war under modern conditions, it is remarkable 
that so little attention has been paid to his opinion on 
submgrines. 

Those who view the subject without prejudice will 
agree that Admiral Dewey has adopted the right attitude 
towards these new engines of war. Since without our 
seeking, and in spite of British discouragement and in- 
credulity, they have forced their way into five of the 
greatest navies in the world (for Russia and Italy are 
building specimens), it behooves all the Powers not mere- 
ly to carefully regard their future development, but to 
familiarize crews with their construction, equipment and 
management. This can be done only by building a num- 
ber of these craft, and we have every reason for congrat- 
ulation at the action which the Britisu Admiralty have 
taken. Admiral O’Neil, since he maue his reference to 
the submarine being still in an experimental stage, has ad- 
mitted that he is already satisfied that these vessels are a 
most important development for harbor and coast protec- 
tion. The long runs which have been made by several 
boats in an open sea way in French and American waters 
give reason to believe that in the near future their role 
as an offensive force may be also amply established. The 
future is in the lap of the gods, but already the sub- 
marine looms large, and it would be rash to attempt to 
mark the limits of its employment in time of war. We 
may be on the eve of a naval revolution almost as momen- 
tous and as far-reaching in its results as the change from 
wood and sails to the steel and steam of to-day. Under 
the influence of the demonstrations that have taken place 
in America and off the French ports the naval opinion 
of the world has been undergoing a gradual change, and 
it must be recognized that as the submarine now promises 
to become a formidable engine of war, and is also an in- 
strument of commerce like other war-like material, its fu- 
ture development along the lines of the present models 
is certain. If one can read aright the signs of the times, 
in a few years the French navy will have not thirty-four, 
but probably ten times as many submarines wherewith 
to protect the ports of the Republic, and to lead attacks 
on our commerce maybe; in the last resource, if bolder 
tactics fail, carrving' on a species of guerrilla warfare in 
the English Channel similar in some measure to the op- 
erations that the Boers have pursued with so much suc- 
cess in South Africa. Fully 90 per cent. of the merchant 
ships that are ever passing up and down this narrow 
waterway fly the British flag. How narrow the Channel 
is, and what an admirable field it offers for commerce de- 
struction, the people of this country apparently fail to 
recognize. A hundred submarines let loose at sunset in 
these narrow waters would render existence on our war- 
ships by no means enviable. The field for operation in 
the Mediterranean is hardly less favorable to these boats. 

The French people have long ago assimilated these pos- 
sibilities, which are responsible for the enthusiasm with 
which the submarine has been welcomed. Frenchmen 
know that it has come and has come to stay, a thorn 
in the side of the greatest naval Power with its hundred 
millions sterling invested in battleships and cruisers, 
more or less at the mercy of these snips, deadly in their 
threat though insignificant in size, and cheap. The old 
policy of refusing to admit that submarines are or can be 
of any service to a Power that intends to pursue an of- 
fensive-defensive scheme when war occurs must be aban- 
doned, since there can be no doubt that the new vessels 
will be of the greatest service for harbor and coast de- 
fense if only on account of their moral influence. This 
has been already proved by the Narval, Morse, and 
Gustave Zede in France and by the old type of Holland 
boat which has been most thoroughly tested in America. 
The right line of action was set forth by the Secretary to 
the United States Navy when he informed Congress that 
“well trained and thoroughly reliable crews are indis- 
pensable for submarine boats, and like all torpedo boats 
their efficiency will largely depend on the nerve, dash and 
steadfastness of their personnel.” This marks the ac- 
curate towards the submarine boat in its present 
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men to the craft, and giving them every 
encouragement to test the capabilities of 
development of naval warfare. So far as can be judged 
this is the line of action that the British Admiralty have 
laid down, and this way lies truth as to theoret- 
ical condemnation or over-appreciation, both of which are 
fraught with danger. 


GOLD MEDAL PRIZE ESSAY, 1901. 

The “ournal of the Military Service Institution of the 
United States for March publishes in full the essay en- 
titled “Are Disappearing Guns Essential to the Efficient 
Defense of our Seaports?’ for which the Gold Medal of 
1901 was awarded to Ist Lieut. Edwin R. Stuart; Bn- 
gineer Corps, U. S. A. Lieutenant Stuart discusses his 
subject impartially and thoroughly, and his conclusions 
are clearly stated in the following summary : 

“For rapid-fire guns, the ability to disappear when 
not needed is obtained by means so simple as to offer 
no objection to the use of a type of carriage which gives 
the ability to do so. For heavy guns, the disappearing 
carriage secures at less cost per annum all the advan- 
tages of concealment and protection to gun and the de- 
tachment serving it, by the use of a mechanism appar- 
ently complex and liable to get out of order, and involv- 
ing a slight sacrifice of theoretical accuracy. The com- 
plexity of mechanism exists largely in appearance, since 
a rigid comparison of the barbette and disappearing car- 
riages shows all the dangerous elements of complexity 
to be equally existent in both, and the hydraulic pressure 
in the cylinders and equalizing pipes greater in the bar- 
bette than in the disappearing carriage. The most se- 
rious accidents that have happened to the disappearing 
carriages so far haye been due to the bursting of the 
equalizing pipes, an accident more liable to happen to 
the barbette carriage than to the disappearing. The 
sacrifice in theoretical accuracy in the disappearing car- 
riage is more than compensated by the protection af- 
forded to the gun detachment, which will allow the ser- 
vice of the gun to proceed without the demoralization in- 
cident to the losses which experience shows must be suf- 
fered by the detachments serving barbette guns. For a 
smaller first cost, and a smaller annual expenditure, the 
disappearing gun will protect our seaports in time of 
war as efficiently as the barbette gun, and return to 
their homes at its close many men whose lives would 
be sacrificed if exposed in the open emplacements of bar- 
bette guns. An effctive defense must be provided, but 
that can be accomplished by the use of disappearing 
guns, and the Government owes it to its defenders that 
their lives shall not be needlessly sacrificed. The instal- 
lation of guns on disappearing carriages in the past 
has been based upon sound principles, and the bost de- 
fense of our sea-coast requires that it shall be con- 
tinued.” 

An essay on the same subject by Capt. William R. 
Iinmilton, Art. Corps, U. 8S. A., is published con- 
jointly with Lieutenant Stuart’s and this, too, is a no- 
tably interesting and well-considered paper. Captain 
I{amilton submits the following conclusions: 


“As against its greater cost the disappearing gun has 
“0 per cent. greater accuracy. Its. @latform is more 
stable, and while its parts are more numerous, they 
ire like the parts of the steam engine, capable of greater 
power, * * * * * The usual form of barbette 
mounts dissipates the energy of recoil, but the disappear- 
ing mount takes it up, stores it, and uses it to throw 
the gun up to the firing position. The barbette gun 
mount is lighter, but as all mounts of large guns are 
heavy and require machinery to manipulate, this consid- 
eration bears no weight, except in the one matter of 
cost, * * * * * ‘The barbette mounts cannot be 
used on certain sites, as for instance, those on low levels 
—while, as pointed out in Major Knight’s article, the 
disappearing gun can. The disappearing gun mount 
can be used on, all sits, although it has _ its 
maximum advantages at certain elevations of about 
100 feet. 

“Because there has never been a really firstt-class com- 
bat betwen forts and ships in modern ttimes, and because 
n the half-way combats that have been held, the forts 
have more than held their own, is no argument for doing 
away with protection and detachment. ° —— ae 
computed that the land gun overmatches the naval gun 
by two and three to one. The results of the few actua 
combats between naval and land guns—at Alexandrid. 
at Rio de Janeiro, at Wei-Hai-Wei, at San Juan, at 
Santiago, all prove the immense superiority of land fire 
to naval fire. * * * * A gun behind a parapet 
that cannot be penetrated, mounted on a reliable and 
firm platform, with mechanism that will insure its per- 
fect running in and out of battery, when fired with 
heavy charges and when used for drill and practice— 
that is at all times invisible, except for the brief time 
that it vomits its deadly, blinding, crashing load di- 
rectly at the enemy—that is the best kind of a defense 
possible to have. In our system of disappearing car- 
riages, properly handled, we have all the essentials 
called for. That the gun carriage can be made to re- 
spond at any time, or al] times, to what may be de- 
manded of it, in peace, and the rough action of target 
practice, with heavy charges, has been proved by more 
than one artillery officer. Like a steam engine, constant 
and daily use makes the machinery more efficient until 
its usefulness is impaired by time alone.”

Training Ship Monongahela is reported at 

San Juan and will probably return to the Atlantic coast 

as soon as the weather becomes sufficiently settled. 


The Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the 
House additional estimates, to be included in the Naval 
Appropriation bill, of $3,800 for three clerks, Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, civil establishment, Naval 
Station, Cavite, P. I.; and of $2,500 and reappropriation 
of $3,500 for erection of officers’ quarters at Sitka, 
Alaska, for the Marine Corps. As to this last item, it is 
stated that the marine barracks at that place was 
erected in 1891, at a cost of $6,000. It is small, a frame 
structure, divided into two dormitories, a mess room, 
kitchen, clothing room, and wash room. The difficulty 
of obtaining suitable quarters for the use of the com- 
manding marine officér near his command made it neces- 
sary to set apart a portion of the barracks for his tem- 
perary use. This has resulted in curtailing the space 
intended for the enlisted men, besides placing the com: 
manding officer and enlisted men in relation, as to quar- 
ters, contrary to all military ideas. The space occupied 
by the commanding officer is needed for the comfort of 
the enlisted men. 

Ca John P. Merrell, U. S. N., commanding the 
‘Naval Station. at New Orlenas, La., in a recent article 
in the New Orleans Picayune sets forth the advan- 
tages of the port of New Orleans, topographically and 
commercially, for the location of a modern ray mage 
plant, together with a dry dock for docking vessels o 
from 1,000 to 10,000 tons displacement. In his opinion 
there is no reason in the world why such an industry 
should not be located at New Orleans, for there are all 
the harbor and transportation facilities needed to make 
an undertaking of that sort pay handsome dividends 
within a comparatively short time after its erection. 
Captain Merrell is also quoted as saying that the city 
was losing a golden opportunity in not building a ship- 
yard. He pointed out that there were natural advan- 
tages to warrant success in that field. He observed 
that there was a tendency for an increase in the shi 
building industry of this country, and that durin 
past few years the number of ships built in the United 
States had gradually grown from a practically insig- 
nificant item to one of the greatest industries in the 
western hemisphere. Each year has shown an increase 
in the annual domestic tonnage unti] the business in- 
dicates the possibility of surpassing the output of the 
English ship yards.

RETIRED OFFICERS ( ON ACTIVE DUTY. 


The Navy Department has forwarded to the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, in ac- 
cordance with the request of Comdr. Robert G. Peck, 
and other retired officers of the Navy, who are on 
duty in the Department, a memorandum concerning the 
bill, H. R. 8121, which says in part: “It is difficult to 
conceive any objection that can be raised to this meas- 
ure. If it is just and right to give an officer on the 
active list advance in rank and increase of pay for 
length of service, a like advance and increase to the re- 
tired officer who is actively employed and associated 
with that officer is likewise merited. No benefit is to be 
given for the time the officer has spent on the retired 
list, as that period is not utilized in fixing the rank 
of an officer under this provision; only the time the of- 
ficer has been actively employed. he principle here 
involved is not new to the service. Under the provisions 
of the law now in force an officer appointed in any corps 
receives benefit for the previous service rendered in any 
other corps. And officers on re-entry into the Navy 
receive, for the purposes of Rey credit for all prion 
service, and such recognition always been consid- 
ered just.” 

In a letter accompanying the memorandum, dated Feb. 
8, 1902, Acting Secretary Darling says: “The Depart- 
ment has not, however, as further requested by these 
officers, given this memorandum its approval. Al- 
though, as will be seen from an examination of the an. 
nual report of the Secretary of the Navy for the year 
1901, page 9, it was recommended that some provision 
be made whereby when retired officers are ordered into 
active service the time of such service thereafter shall 
be reckoned in their favor as to rank and pay when they 
are detached therefrom, the assumption that retired of- 
ficers may perform duty at sea as well as on shore, and 
should, therefore, be treated in the same manner as of- 
ficers on the active list, is not regarded as tenable. It is 
highly improbable, unless in ex cases, that of- 
ficers on the retired list will be, assigned to sea duty. 
and the suggestion, therefore, that retired officers per- 
forming shore duty should be placed on like footing with 
officers on the active list, the greater part of whose 
services must be at sea, is not approved. It should be 
added, however, that such would not be the effect of the 
proposed measure, which was drafted by the Depart- 
ment, although the argument above referred to is ad- 
vanced for the purpose of securing its passage.”

FORT BAYARD SANITORIUM. 


To the Editer of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

When old Fort Bayard in Southern New Mexico was 
turned over to the Medical Department in 1899 to be 
used as a tuberculosis sanitorium the matter was some- 
what of an experiment. Fort Bayard was selected by the 


Surgeon General, after careful inspection of all available 
sites, aS uniting ‘the essential qualities of a high altitude, 
dry clmate, and a fairly isolated situation. ajor D. M. 
Ai ypel of the Medical Department was selected to es- 
vlish the institution, and under his able administration 
and skilful treatment some remarkable results have been 
obtained and the sanitorium bids fair to remain a perma- 
nent feature of our Service. The situation of Fort Bay- 
ard bas been amply justified by the numerous cures 
obtained—many cases apparently hopeless having been 
discharged in good health. 

In a recent issue the El Paso Herald publishes the 

ollowing statement by Major Appel: 

“The sanitorium at Fort Bayard has been very suc- 
comms and it has convinced me above all of one gen- 

ral truth. That is that tuberculosis is curable in 
every stage, and that, so long as the patient percepti- 
bly improves under the outdoor treatment, he is bound 
to get well, no matter what stage he is in—first, sec- 
ond, or third. Outdoor life and good food are all he 
needs.” 

Fort Bayard has proved a boon to those officers and 
men who have been so unfortunate as to contract tu- 
herculosis in the Government Service. As patients are 

eived at all stages the proportion of cures may not 
run as high as some Eastern sanitoriums where only 

ipient cases are taken. However, if the disease is 

* too far advanced and the patient is willing to conform 
strictly to the rules his recovery is reasonably certain. 
Climate is not everything, but as far as it goes Southern 

New Mexico undoubtedly unites more good qualities than

PLEA FOR COMPANY CLERKS. 


To the Editor of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Under the Regulations clerks in the Quartermaster’s 
Department and the Commissary Department receive ex- 
tra duty pay. Even laborers in those departments receive 
a liberal compensation for their services. But our com- 
pany clerks, who, under the present organization of 
104 men to the company, do more and severer work, 
get what —2* little bey ot x" I have —* Roy an 
years’ experience as a clerk in the n er- 
master’s Department, — “Ofice. and orderly 
room, and my hardest work has always been in the or- 
derly’ room. In my five year’s service I have never seen 
a company clerk who received one cent of compensation. 
Some are excused from all other uuty; some drill once 
a week, some every day and some attend all calls, being 
excused from guard and fatigue duties only, according 
to the temperament of the company commander or the 
first sergeant. 

I am first sergeant of my company. Not long 
company clerk was —— and there was 
man in the company capable of holding the Soutien, 
and he was on extra duty in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. He was willing to accept the æ— if * 
could receive the same pay he was then 
of course, I could not offer him that. The — = 
for the position writes a fair hand but is no clerk in any 
sense of the word, and it seems impossible to make him 
one. It takes up the greater part of my time checking up 
his errors and in spite of all my efforts our papers and 
reports are continually being sent back for correction. 
It would certainly be an injustice to the man above 
referred to, to have him relieved from extra duty in the 
Quartermaster’s Department, and detail him on special 
duty in the orderly room, but it is also an injustice to 
myself and the company commander to have these 
continually being sent back for correction. Can’t some- 
thing be done? Can’t a united effort be made to allow 
company clerks extra duty pay and the highest pay— 
fifty cents—that is allowed to any enlisted man on extra 
duty? I have heard that in some organizations clerks 
are paid out of the company fund, but this is also 
an injustice to the whole company. Can any of your 
readers suggest a remedy for this iniustice?

It is proposed to stimulate promotion in the German 
Army by reducing the period of service required to 
authorize the retirement of an officer from forty yea-s 
to thirty-seven years, and a bill for this has 
been presented to the Secretary of the Military au- 
thorities.

five at 100 yards after a week or two’s practice. 

ie Moniteur de la Hotte reports the first dinner given 
by a dining-club for French naval officers, which has 
rec ntly been established and is similar in character to 
the British Navy Club.

On the other hand, 
the disadvanta of water-tube boilers are said to be 
the necessity for regular feeding, for regular stoking, 
and for keeping water surfaces perfectly clean, as well as 
the difficulty of cleaning them. Having found that 
advantages overbalanced everything that could be said in 
their disfavor, the question ‘arose as to what type of boiler 
should be adopted. The writer tells us Oe ! some were re- 
jected and how trials were made with those which ap- 
peared to merit consideration. The types selected for 
commendation -are the Schulz small tube boilers and the 
Durr boiler, the former for use in small! vessels and the 
latter in large cruisers, while a combination of cylindrical 
and Schulz boilers is recommended for battleships. 

Because of the difficulty experienced in obtaining men 
to fill the gaps caused by the war drain in South Af- 
rica, the recruiting authorities of the British Army are 
now enlisting applicants as short as five feet, provided 
they are all right in other physical requirements. 
“What the War Office will do to maintain the strength 
when affairs settle down,” says the Hampshire Telegraph, 
“is a conundrum which is beginning to exercise many 
minds. The claims of the Empire are exacting, and for 
many years to come the Army will need to be kept ata 
considerably higher peace level than has been deemed 
sufficient in the past. What, then, will the Government 
do’ We have to go back to the days of the great French 
war for the time when the British Government of the 
43 accepted men of that height, as the following list 
will show: In 1802 the height was 5 feet 7 inches; in 
1803, 5 feet 5 inches; in 1812, 5 feet 4 inches (or for 
young men of 18 years, 5 feet 3 inches); for general 
service in 1813 it was 5 feet 3 inches, or at 17 years of 
age 5 feet; and men were admitted up to 40 years of 
age.” As we recently stated, of 22,478 recruits enrolled 
in the United States Army in 1890 only sixty were under 
5 feet 1 inch in height and more than forty per cent. 
between that height and 5 feet seven inches. Of the 
whole number 577, or one in forty, were 6 feet or over 
and nearly sixty per cent. were 5 feet 7 inches or over. 

Owing to the erosive action of cordite Great Britain 
in the spring of 1900 deci to appoint a committee to 
report upon the subject, and, if possible, to discover some 
new form of explosive for military and naval use. Man- 
ufacturers were invited to present for trial any suitable 
propellants or high explosives for confidential trial in the 
manufacturing departments of the Royal ordnance fac- 
tories. The committee has tested a great many explosives 
of various kinds. The result of the inquiries has 
the adoption by the committee of a new smokeless powder, 
to be known as “cordite M. D.,” which, it is understood, 
will gradually replace cordite. It is stated that the new 
explosive has a nitro-cellulose base, and it is believed to 
contain also a certain proportion of nitro-glycerine, 
though not so much as cordite. It is believed that it will 
not generate so much heat as cordite, and in this char- 
acteristic is found the reason for the non-erosion of gun 
tubes. Contractors who supply the British Government 
with ammunition have been notified of this alteration in 
the composition of cordite which will involve a change in 
the ammunition of ordnance and small arms use for 
naval and military purposes.

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BENEDICT ARNOLD'S BELLIGERENCY. 


In a letter addressed to a court-martial which re- 
fused to listen to one of his witnesses on the ground 
that he was interested in the result of the trial, Bene- 
dict Arnold said, in a letter dated Ticonderoga, Aug. 4, 
1776: “Congress will judge between us; to whom I will 
desire the General to transmit the proceedings of this 
court. This I can assure you, I shall ever in public or in 
private, be ready to support the character of a man of 
honor; and as your very nice and delicate honor in your 
apprehension is injured, you ma as soon as 
disagreeable service is at an end (which God grant may 
soon be the case), I will by no means withhold from any 
gentleman of the court the satisfaction his nice honor may 
require.” The reply of the court was a demand that Arnold 
be put under arrest. In a letter addressed to General 
Gates the court said: “The illiberal sentiments of the pro- 
test were not the only injury offered us; the whole of the 
General's conduct during the trial was marked with con- 
temjt and disrespect of the court; and by his extraor- 
dinary answer he has added insult to injury.” The an- 
ewer of General Gates was an immediate di tion of 
the court and an appointment of Arnold to command the 
syuadron for the defense of the lake. In a letter ad- 
dressed to John Hancock, President of the General Con- 
gress, Gates justified his action on the ground that “the 
United States must not be deprived of that excellent 
officer’s services at this important moment.” were 
soon after deprived temporarily of Arnold’s services by 
the action of General Gates himself, for which he was 
roundly abused by Arnold after his usual insubordinate 
feshion. 

After he fled to England, on June 2, 1792, Arnol 
fougit Lord Lauderdale near Kilburn Wells. no 
fred without hitting his antagonist and Lauderdale 
withheld the fire saying: “I did not come here to fire at 
the General, nor can I retract any of the offensive ex- 
pressions. If General Arnold is not satisfied he may 
fire until he is.” The duel was then termivated by the 
seconds. The same result followed a duel with Lord 
Ralcarras, but when Arnold exclaimed, “My Lord, are 
you not going to fire?” MBalcarras threw his pistol 
away and replied, “No, sir: I leave traitors to public 
executioners!” General James Wilki.son tells us in 
his memoirs that Arnold was a thief, as well as a 
traitor. When Arnold vas in Montreal during the 
Itevolutionary War he sent Wilkinson around to col- 
lect tribute of merchants, and when the young man 
objected to his service on the ground that it was more 
mercantile than military.
